Watts emphasized that the report i» preliminary, 
that a more thorough one with recommendations will 
be available in January or February and that 85 
percent of the water supply is conditioned on rainfall. 

Watts based his report on the city's experiences 
with growth and water supply over the past nine 
years. r- ' . . 

The picture will change, of course, if the city is 
permitted to draw water from Lake Gaston which can 
meet all the city's needs. Tlie earliest possible date 
that project could be completed, he said, is 1990 
although the city expects to bring that project oti line 

in 1993. , , 

Watts' projections Monday at an informal session ot 

Council were made ot\ the basis of what water is 

available now. , v, r n 

The city's water is furnished by the City of Nortolk. 
In answer to questions from Councilman Robert G. 
Jones, Watts said Norfolk "doesn't have to give us 
anything," and that he did not know what percentage 
of the Ntorfdk system was used by Virginia Beach. 

Norfolk has four wells in western Tidewater to 
supplement its system in an emergency and Virginia 
Beach has five wells which can be used in the same way. 
Virginia Beach has ten-year contracts on two of the 
wells and five year contracts on three wells with 
provisions to renew or not to renew the contracts by 

either party. 

The demand for water at the Beach has grown trom 
44,000 connections using 18 million gallons a day in 
1976 to 79,000 connections using 23 million gallons a 
day in 1984. 

However Watts said, the 40 percent increase in 
ccMinections accounts for only a 30 percent increase in 
usage. He attributed this to the conservation- 
programs during droughts. 

During the 1981-82 drought, he said, a 20 percent 
reduction in water usage was achieved and has 
continued. If a simUar effort were made only a four 
percent reduction would be realized, he said, because 
the ptsople already have made most of the adjust- 

"^^&Slng • miafilie course "in increased deiiiand, he 
said 4400 new connections are expected each year oiver 
the next nine. The figure would be lower in periods of 
building slumps and possible higher if building 
ccMitinues as it did in 1983. 

Watts said there is little the city can do over a short 
period to project the growth which is cwitr^riled by the 
national economy. • 

In the worst possible situation. Watts said, the city 
"would require 3 8 ttiilliuu gall o ns of wat e r ^h d ay an d — 
would experience a failure (Mie month out of every 100. 

At what he termed the zero risk ~ storage depletion 
eventuality. Watts said the city could handle most of 
the demand (for 25 mgd) with one percent risk ot 
getting into a drought situation. .. 

At what he called a zero risk - prudent management 
situation, the city would have to maintain 19 mg'd in 
which ca^e it would be all right to bring the lakes to 50 
percent level. He pointed out that this would reduce 
the city's margin and that the bottom 20 percent of the 
lakes are not useable because the water quality 
requires more treatment and because of interference 
with the infira-structure. 

The proposed pipeline from Lake Gastcxi would at 
first furnish the city with 10 mgd. The city would still 
purchase water from Norfolk for several years under 
its contract with that city and perhaps beyond the 
contract. Watts said. .

Cooncihnan W. H. Kitchen III wanted to know hem 
supply relates to what zoning Council has already 
approved based <xi historical demand. He said that 
even with Lake Gaston, the city will be using "more of 
than we thinjc." He said he was not a no-growth 
advocate and appreciated the builders' contributiw to 
the city, but that he did not want to "get to the end of 
the line" as the city did seven or eight years ago. He 
said he wanted information that would relate directly 
to what Council was doing. "That is the way to 

cOTtrd growth." ^ ^ ». ,j u 

Councilman John A. Baum said a study-should be 
made of why pecqjle want to live in Virginia Beach 
"and (Mice here want to stop growth." 

Watts said that the projects are only short-term, 
that growth will be leveling out, and that people even 
without city water can build and use private wells. 
This use in turn will impact the water table and ten or 
15 years down the road the city will be expected to 
pick up these pcq?le as custom^. 

Mayor Louis R. Jones v/antt;dU>^a\ow whether the 
city in 1991 could expect to have a^nonth or longer 
period where the city did not have water. 

All you can do from now on is increase the risk you 
are wiUing to live with," Watts said. "Today could be 
the first day of a drought, but we,.wai't know for six 
months." He said that at present the lakes are at 79 
percent level. "In June, 1 would be scared." He added 
that in a drought, the city can exi>ect to lose 
Blackwater River and the Nottaway River. 

Watts said his figures arc based on the number of 
^meters and had nothing to do with the Comprehen- 
sive Plan. The demand projections are based on the 
Planning Deparunent's estimate on population. He 
said that the city's middle approach is on target with 
the Corps of Engineers estimates. 

Councilman Dr. J. Henry McCoy Jr. said that wtUs 
are simply a deterrent and should not be part <rf the 
overall picture. 
Watts agreed that wells are an emergeiKy source

Fires, deadly auto accidents, 
robberies, stabbings...what a 
way to ring out the old year and 
usher in the new.

Year's, Have Fmi, Be Happy

Along with many t^hfr Virginja A^ch residents, you 
may have spent New VeaPs D^ay in front of any of 
several televised parades of ' football games, quietly 
'recovering from the overindulgences of the night 
before. As such, however, you were a part of an ancient 
custom of celebrating the beginning of a new year. 

Th6 designation of Jan. 1 as the celebration day is 
relati vely new, h aving occurre d within the last- four 
hundred years. The date originally had agricultural 
significance usually tied to either the vernal or autumnal 
equinox. Primitive man is known to have celebrated an 
abolishment of the past and a regeneration of time. 
Many of the individual, traditions we experience today 



are holdovers from those ancient rites: excessive 
drinking, noisemakers, masked processions, and 
prophecy or resolution making. 

Celebrated in the United States since colonial times, 
New Year's is often connected with the eating of special' 
dishes in many areas of the country. One such dish, 
thought to bring good luck, is Hopping John, a com- 
bination of dried peas, rice and salt pork served with a 
hog's head or ham knuckle. Perhaps the most visible 
*«ymbol of the American celebration of New Yearns is 
found in crowded Times Square in New York Citi* 
where thousands watch a 100 pound ball with 185 lights 
descend a 100 foot pole on top of the One Times Square 
Building to announce the new year. Meanwhile, across 
the continent, climbers daring the winter surface of 
Pike's Peak set off a firework display. 

In other countries!. New Year's is celebrated in a; 
variety of ways, hi Spain, celebrants eat grapes, a symj 
bol of abundawe,,ie#l^ng done grape per^strpk^^o^.tiie'^' 
clock at midnight. (Apparently a kiss at the stroke of 
twelve is not one of their custOTis!)"In Belgium, childrett 
celebrate St. Sylvester's Day by trying to be the first to 
arise on the year's last day. Forfeit must be paid to 
earlier rising brothers or sisters by the last child out of 
bed. In Scotland, New Year's, known as Hogmanay, is 
the year's most im portant holiday. Black bread and 



whiskey are served and following midnight residents 
compete to be the first to cross a friend's threshold for 
the honor of first-footing!

Virginia Decision Will Raise Charges 
TorUnited Telephone Customers"^ 



A Dec. 22 decision by the Virginia State Corporation 
Commission on a rate request by Chesapeake & 
Potomac Telephone Co. will affect some United Inter- 
Mountain Telephone Co. customers. 

In order to achieve statewide consistency in charges 
for certain services, the commission is making portions 
of its ruling in the C&P case applicable to all telephcme 
companies throughout Virginia. 

For United customers in the Chesapeake area, the 
commission's decision to make certain charges uniform 
statewide will: 

•Increase the charge for a local coin telephone call 
from 20 to 25 cents; 

•Change the charge for local Directory Assistance 
from 10 to 29 cents and raise the allowance of free calls 
from six to eight; and 

•Increase the charge for operator verification of a 
4 busy signal and interruption of a call in progress from 



50 to $0 cents. 

United Vice President-Administration Louis A. 
Corning III said the changes would affect Mily a small 
percentage of United customers. 

"The changes being allowed by the State Corporation 
Commission are part of an industry trend to price ser- 
vices according to the costs of providing them and to 
recover the costs of providing special services from 
those customers who use them most," Corning said. 

The changes ordered by the commission take effect 
Jan. 1, Corning said, although some coin telephones 
may not be converted to the new 25-cent charge until 
several days after Jan. 1.

The rate of existing 
single-family hbme sales 
edged upward in Novem- 
ber, largely in response to 
mortgage interest rates 
that slipped downward 
slightly, according to the 
National Association of 
Realtors' latest nation- 
wide home resale survey. 

The seasonally adjusted 
annual rate of existing- 
horftie sales was 0.8 percent 
higher in November than 
in October, climbing to 
2.63 million units from 
2.61 million units. The 
November resale rate was . 
22.3 percent above the 
2.15 million unit rate 
recorded in the same mon- 
th a year ago. 

"While long-term mor- 
tgage interest rates are si ill 
relatively high, causing af- 
■ fordability problems .for. 
many families who would 
like to purchase homes,' 
these rates have fallen 
slightly in the last two 
months to an average of 
just below 13.5 percent, 
which helped to boost 
resale activity," said Dr. 

■ Jack Carlson, the 
ass ociation's chief 
economist and executive 
vice president.

"an increasing number of 

' homebuyers are turning to 
adjustable rate ;nortgages, 
which carry lower interest 
rates than their fixed-rate 
counterparts.

However, it is still nearly 
37 percent below the 4.15 
million unit rate of 
November 1978"the 
highest resale rate ever 
recorded in the 
association's 16-year 
history of calculating 
resale volume," Carlson 
said. 

"With 11 months of 
c^ta now available, it ap- 
pears certain that single- 
family home resales in 
1983 will surpass 2.7 
million units. This is the 
highest level since 1980, 
and represents a 35 per- 
cent gain over the 1982 
resale total ," he added . 

The economist said the 
November increase in 
home resale activity would 
have been larger had it not 
been for bad weather con- 
ditions in the North Cen- 
tral region, where the 
resale . pace dropped '4.6 
percent from October to 
November to a seasonally 
adjusted annual rate of 
620,000 units. 
iffrM^mtntrtviak pace in 



the Northeast increase 6.5 
percent from October to 
November to a rate of 
490,000, while in the West 
it grew 2.2 percent to 
470,000 units. In the 
South, a 1.0 percent in- 
crease to 1.05 million units 
was recorded. 

The increased home 
resale activity in three of 
the four regions combined 
with the holiday season, 
which usually results in 
fewer homes being placed 
on the market, caused a 
decline in the number of 
existing homes available 
for sale in November, 
Carlson said. 

At the end of last month 
about 2.32 million resale 
homes were on the 
nMirkel~6.8 percent fewer 
than the 2.49 million 
resale homes available at 
the. end of October. The 
November figure 

represents a 10.6-month 
supply of resale homes at 
the current sales pace. 

Carlson cited slow in- 
creases in home prices as 
one good reason for 
families to purchase a 
home now. The median 
price of an existing home 
sold in November was 
$70,300-just 3.8 percent 
above the $67,700 median 
0riceof oneyearago. 

"When all the infor- 
mation is in, 1983 will 
mark the third consecutive 
year of very modest^iru 
creases in home prices," 
Carlson said. "In the first 
three years of the 1980s, 
the median price of a 
single-family resale home 
rose by just 12 percent. 
This contrasts sharply 
with titc *5' fwnJciH in- 



crease in home prices that 
occurred in the final three 
years of the 1970s." 

Next year, the 
economist expects home 
prices to grow 6.2 perceni , 
and in 1985 he projects an 
addirJonal 5.3 percent 
priceincrease. 

"/The relatively slow in- 
crease in exisling-home 
prices today and the ex- 
pected acceleration of 
prices over the next two 
years make now a good 
time to buy a home," 
Carlson said. 

The association's report 
showed the median selling 
price of a resale home in 
the Northeast was 
$72,500, while in the Nor- 
th Central it was $56,200, 
in the South it was 
$69,600, and in the West it 
was $93,800. 

As was the case in Oc- 
tober, one-fourth of the ^-^" 
resale homes purchased in 
November was^-priced in 
the $50,000-569,999 
range, Carlson noted. 

The association's report ^ 
showed that 12.8 percent 
of the existing homes sold 
last month were priced in 
the $50,000-$59,999 
range, while 12.1 percent 
were in the $60,000- 
$69,999 range. 

Just 2.2 percent of the 
resale homes sold iii the 
nation last month were 
priced under $20,000. and 
2.1 percent were priced at

When your children 
argue or fight oyer some- 
thing, try to get tHe whole 
story of what caused the 
problem before jumping 
to conclusions and 
blaming or punishing 
anyone. Even in a 
situation where a child 
seems to hurt a younger 
^biing who can't tell Ws 
side of the story, give the 
child a chance to tell hers. 
For example, say to her, 
"You must really have 
been mad at the baby to 
hit him," and then let her 
explain. Let her know her 
angry feelings arc accep- 
table but that you can't let 
her hit him. 

In an argument be- 
tween two children who 
can both talk, give each a 
chance to tell her point of 
view. You can help this 
process by describing the 
situation rather than 
judging it: "It looks like 
you two can't, agree on 
which television program 
to watch^You both seem 
pretty upset. Want to tell 
me about it? Laurie, you 
go first. Then Joey, I want 
to hear your side of the 
story." This kind of ap- 
proach will save a lot of 
hurt feelings and resen- 
tment between your 
children, and it will help 
them learn to settle 
disputes themselves 
without fighting. 

After each child has had 
a chance to tell her or his 
point of view in a dispute, 
help each also see the 
other's side of the 
situation. If you try to 
convince a child (or an 
adult) that the other per- 
son is right, she will resist 
you because you're saying 
at the same time that she is 
wrong. On the other hand, 
if you can show each child 
that you understand and 
accept her side, then she'll 
be more witling lo also 
listen to the other's side. 

At this point, with your 
continuing help in tran- 
slating each child's 
feelings to the other as 
needed, they should be 
able to work out some scwt 
of compromise. You've 
helped them over this par- 
ticular con flic! and shown 
them. a model thgr can 
tern to uscito settle dif- 
ferences in the future, 
both with each other...

Goodman loves to smile. He 
seems to like the attention. For a 
moment now, he is a shining 
star; and he knows it.

Parents Warned Of 'Shaken Infant Syndrome' 



Virginia Beach parents worry about the bumps 
and bruises infants and toddlers routinely get on 
their heads as they play and learn to walk. But 
shaking small children is much more likely to 
cause serious head injuries, according to Dr. 
Frank T. Saulsbury, assistant professor of 
pediatrics at the University of Virginia and chair- 
man of the child protection committee- 

"Whiplash shaken infant syndrome," a con- 
dition describing children who suffer from in- 
tracranial bleeding caused by violent shaking, kills 
some children and leaves others permanently 
braindamaged, vs^ites Saulsbury in "For Kids' 
Sake," a quarterly publication produced at UVa. 

Infants' heads are proportionately larger and 
heavier than those of older children and adults, 



Saulsbury says. Their neck muscles are weak and 
they have poor head control. "When^ shaken, an 
infant's head flops freely with rapid acceleration 
and deceleration. The infant's soft, jello-like brain 
is distorted." The motion rips the blood vessels 
and causes bleeding into and around the brain. 

Saulsbury says head injuries that are associated 
with bleeding into and around the brain may lead 
to serious brain damage and that a major cause of 
intracranial bleeding and brain injury in children 
is whiplash shaken infant syndrome. 

"Violent shaking is an important aspect of child 
abuse," says Saulsbury. But not all shaking is 
malicious. Parents sometimes shake infants who 
they would never consider punishing with a

Kettles - Any type of kettle, particularly aluminum, will 
last twice as lent if envptied-at nighty Jurnedupsjde 
down and allowed to stand. 
Note: The dishwasher rack is a good place to put it. 
To remove lime deposits, fill the kettle with two parts of 
white vinegar and one part water, then boil for twelve to 
fifteen minutes. Allow to stand for five minutes, then 
empty the kettle and rinse it thoroughly t^ro^r three 
times. 



Note: The water will reach boiling point twice as fast, so 
removing the sediment can save you money. 
Kid Gloves, Cleaning - If the gloves are white or brown, 
pull them onto the hand, then rub them firmly with a 
soft cloth moistened with warm, sudsy water to which a 
little fresh milk has been added. When clean, hang them 
out to dry in the open air. 
Note: Try to wet the gloves as little as possible, 
if they are black kid gloves, pull the gloves on, th^n 
clean with a mixture of good quality blacking and olive 
oil. Rub in well, then hang in the open air. 
Knives, CleiTning - A paste of baking soda and water 
with a teaspoonful of bicarbonate of soda added helps 
remove stubborn stains. 

Knrfe, Removing Fish Odore - If a knife is used for cut- 
ting and/or scaling fresh fish, remove the odor by rub- 
bing it with half a lemon. 

Or cut a small fresh potato in half and rub the blade. 
Knives, Storing - After washing and polishing knives, 
rub them with a little sweet oil on a cloth, then wrap 
them individually in flannel to prevent tarnishing.

Interest Rates 
Contribute to Decline 



The U.S. economy 
should grow at a slower 
rate during 1984 as high 
real (inflation-adjusted) 
interest rates dampen the 
growth of investment in 
housing and industry, 
economist Jack Carlson 
said today. 

"Business investment 
typically spurs the 
economy in the latter 
stages of recovery," ex- 
plained Carlson, chief 
economist and executive 
vice president of the 
National Association of 
Realtors. However, high 
interest rates, which in 
large part are due to an- 
nual federal budget 
deficits of aroun^ $200 
billion for the foreseeable 
future, now are hindering 
that investment, he said. 

"If nothing is done to 
solve the federal deficit 
crisis— and soon — the 
recovery could be choked 
off by high and rising in- 
terest rates during 1985. 
The lack of adequate in- 
vestment in education, 
plant and equipment and 
structures also will limit 
the ability of the economy 
to grow and will limit the 
improvement in em- 
ployment, income and 
output," Carlson warned 
in the association's latest 
"Outlook for the 

"Economy." 

With the recovery 
maturing, the rate of 

. economic growth is 
slowing as is normal and 
expected, he said. Growth 
in real gross national 
product (GNP)— the total 
value of goods and ser- 
vices produced — slowed in 
the third and fourtTi quar- 
ters of 1983 and is expec- 
ted to slow further during 



1984, easing fears that the 
economy is overheating 
now or will overheat next 
year, Carlson saicl. 

The economist predic- 
ted that the quarterly 
growth rate will have 
declined to the 2-3 percent 
range by the fourth quar- 
ter from 7.6 percent in the 
third quarter of 1983. 
Although the pace of the 
growth will slow, real 



GNP for 1984 as a whole 
is expected to expand by 
about 5 percent from the 
1983 level, Carlson added. 

At this point in the 
recovery, consumer spen- 
ding and business inven- 
tory accumulation con- 
tinue to make the largest 
contribution to GNP 
growth, he noted. Thanks 
primarily to strong 
automobile sales, con- 
sumption expenditures 
were expected to rise by 5 
percent ^during the fourth 
quarter of 1983, he said. 

Inventory accumulation 
during the fourth quarter 
of 1983 was expected to 
occur at a $26 billion an- 
nual rate, up from $9 
billion during the third 
quarter. 

In 1984, however, 
"Growth in total consum- 
ption expenditures and in- 
ventory accumulation will 
slow significantly," 
Carlson said. By the four- 
th quarter, consumption 
expenditures growth will 
slow to the 2-3 percent 
range, and inventory ac- 
cumulation will be down, 
Carlson predicted. 

Residential investment, 
which spurred the 
recovery in its early stages, 
has stalled as mortgage 
rates have leveled off at 
about 13.5 percent, accor- 
ding to the economistr 

However, modest 
declines in mortgage rates, 
down Vi to 1 percentage 
point, should boost 
residential investment by 
nearly 10 percent in 1984. 

"The increase in in- 
terest rates during the 
early stages of this 
recovery has dampened 
the contribution of 
residenttal investment to 
economic growfh,^^ lie 
added. 

Non-residential invest- 
ment is expected to remain 
w e ak in 1984,

Virginia Beach Tourism Sales Up 43<^o 



A report recently releas- 
ed by the Virginia Beach 
Tourist Development 
Division show^ October 
hotel sales in the city clim- 
bed to $3,288,825, an In- 
crease of 43.9 percent over 
October 1982, when sales 
totaled $2,286,228. 
Restaurant sales in Oc- 
tober posted a 25.1 per- 
cent increase over iMe 
same month a year ago,^ 
rising from $12,469,107 to 
$15,5%,048. 

"This was the best Oc- 
tober we've ever had, and 
by quite a wide margin," 
said James B. Ricketts, 
coordinator of the 
division. "The month 
wraps up our fall season, 
which was also our best 
ever in terms of real sales 
inaeases." 

During the 1983 fall 
season, which is defined as 
September and October, 
hotel sales were 
$9,643,345, an increase of 
27.2 percent over the same 
period in 1982. Restaurant 
sales for the fall,

Continental Telephone 
Discusses New Changes 



On Jan. 1, 1984, 
American Telephone and 
Telegraph, the nation's 
largest company and 
oldest regulated 

monopoly, was broken up 
^mto eight separate comr 
panics, causing more 
changes in the telephone 
industry than at any time 
in the previous 100 years. 

But most of those 
changes won't affect Con- 
tinental Telephone 
customers. 

Continental Telephone, 
which provides telephone 
service ' to 10,000 
customers in the Princess 
Anne, Pungo, Shipps 
Corner and Knotts Island, 
NC area,- is an indepen- 
dent phone company and 
is therefore not included 
in the breakup proceed- 
ings. 

"Continental is not part 
of AT&T or the Bell 
System," said Dennis 
O'Hearn, superintendent - 
telephone services. "As 
far as our service is con- 
cerned, we will provide the 
same service after January 
1 that we are providing 



now. 

O'Hearn says Continen- 
tal will provide local ser- 
vice, connections for long 
distance regardless of 
what company (AT&T, 
MCI, etc.) carries those 
calls, and the option of 
purchasing telephone 
equipment. The company 
will also continue to han- 
dle the monthly billing for 
all those services. 

Under the terms of the 
court-ordered breakup, 
AT&T will legally separate 
itself from its 22 Bell Tele- 
phone Companies on New 
Year's Day. Those com- 
panies have already 
regrouped into seven large 
regional phone com- 
panies, each separate from 
the other. AT&T will keep 
its long distance business, 
research and development 
organization and manu- 
facturing, subsidiary 
(Western Electric). AT&T 
.has founded a new sub- 
sidiary, AT&T Infor- 
mation Services, to sell 
communications equip- 
ment.

He said 
that the purposes of the 
zoning were to reduce cost 
to developers through 
higher density, provide 
more open space and to 
encourage innovative, 
high-quality design. 

The overlay permits a 
developer to group lious- 
ing in one area of his 
property and leaving the 
remainder in open space 
while retaining the overall 
density of the underlying 
zoning. 

He said that the plan 
provides flexibility and 
permits the developer to 
obtain density without 
disturbing wetlands. He 
added, however, that 
there is nothing in the 
ordinance that would 
make a £tevelo|)er ac- 
complish any of the three 
objectives of the plan. 



Scott said that the staff 
anticipated more open 
space t^n has been pro- 
vided and that rccreatio- 
hal areas and schools are

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Beliefs In Freedom

— Tater viewing The Day After and 
nfiore importantly djserving the dis- 
cussion that followed, arid aifer view- 
ing the Vietnam documefttary series 
and after focusing on the tremendous- 
ly intricate problem of nuclear arms 
reduction and/or control, I am ccm- 
vinced that there is little, if any, hope 
of accomplishing the long sought-after 
objective of effective arms reduction 
and contrd under today's circum- 
stances. 

Any country or organized society 
will protect itself with whatever means 
it has regardless of the ctmsequences. 
Any aggressor will use whatever 
means it has at its disposal to 
accranplish its objective. 

Remember that this country was 
formed by revolution — by its people 
becoming the aggressw. It is beyaid 
the hope of human reascm at this time, 
or in the foreseeable future, to believe 
that any weapon — any weapcm at all 
— available to an aggressw or 
defender would not be used in the 
quest for survival. 

There are but two earth-influencing 
societies today — the free world and 
the other society. 

The free world is held together by 
concepts suppwted and participated in 
by those governments who believe in 
them. The other is held tc^cthcr by for 
ce, although it might be argued that to 
some extent they are held together by 
a belief in cMicepts. 

There is no way to guarantee that 
societies will not use nuclear weapOTJS 
to acccnnplish their goals. 

The only way to approach the highly 
dangercnis edge of survival is to 
develop precepts that people thraigh- 
(xit the world can accept which 
eliminate or at least reduce the need to 
resOTt to the use of weapais. including 
pf cairse the most powerful weapais 
of our time, — nuclear weapcms. 

This has been the failure of iwr 
foreign policy. Ho Chi Minh OTiginally 
adi^ted i caistitution similar to that 
of (his country and could have 
broight his people into the free wwld 
early cm with(wt the confrcHUatioi 
brought about by the effwt of Ameri- 
can leaders to absdutely dictate to 
these pec^le. The result would have 
been far mere favcM-able to the ideals of 
the free wald and thcwsands of lives 
would have been saved. 

1 suggest that we document a 
framewwk of guiding, principles — a 



type of free world constitution that can 
be easily understood and that provides 
for broad local determinations within 
these standards. 
Those should include: 
•The right of a society to determine 
its government by free elections with 
each person's vote being counted the 
same as every other person's vote at 
least once in each ten years or srane 
fixed predetermined period of time. 

•The right to free elections of its 
national leaders with each perscm's 
vote counting the same as every other 
person at least once each six years or 
some fixed predetermined period of 

time. 

•The establishment of a system of 
justice with the definiticm of crimes 
and punishment being spflled out in 
simple understandable language and 
with a right of appeal and with justices 
being appointed by the elected body 
and providing for a jury of one's peers. 

•An absdute free press without 
shackles or hindrances of any kind. 

•The guaranteed right of freedom of 
expressicMi subject only to laws relat- 
ing to libel and slander. 
_ •The right of entry of persons from 
other free world countries subject to 
reasonable limits on numbers and time. 

These and other fundamentals 
should be spelled out in a document, 
clearly and simply drawn, designated 
as Articles of Freedom or seme similar 
designatiwi that would provide a clear 
understanding of what is required for 
association with the free world. 

A society may by its own free 
election select a form of government 
that we abhor but its right to do this 
shaild be ftiUy rco^nized. The rights 
established by the Articles of Freedcm 
are mere impratant than the govern- 
ment as \mg as the escape provisiais 
are maintained and freedom of the 
press is fully maintained, and the 
right to change that government 
thraigh guaranteed free elections is 
maintained. The econanic power of 
the free wwld should be committed to 
these Articles of Freedwn. 

All documents, preferably just one, 
must remain simple and understand- 
able if it CM- they are to beccxnc the 
basis fcK^ a free world. The freedcm is 
in the guaranteed right of the peopte to 
change their government and leaders 
through peaceful means. It eliminates 
the need for revoluticm and hc^ftilly it 
eliminates the need to resort to

Because of my beliefs in Freedom as an American 
teenager, 16 months of my life were spent as a political 
prisoner in the following prison camps: in France at 
Arras, in Belgium at Tournai, Mons, Avenue Louise 
(the SS Headquarters in Brussels), Saint Giles (also in 
Brussels), Alosi, Gand, and Breendonck. 

During the time friends died at Breendonck, Ausch- 
witz, Dachau, Newengamme, Gross Rosen, Flossen- 
burg, Natzviller, Mauthausen, and prison camps in 
Belgium. 

In these caTnps"mfff have fou^rTofTrecdOm. For 
other men it has meant downfall and disgrace; they lost 
all dignity and were finally vanquished for having 
believed that force could win and that democracy in 
Belgium could be crushed! 

The Nazi regime found its own end through its con-, 
tempt of Humanity. 

Those who refused to despair secured victory for the 
power of Democracy. All suffered... many died. 

From the day on which Breendonck and other forts 
iSmed iitib ^ ConcenrfStion Cuntps they became the 
scene of (he most frightenrngtestiality. The guards fell 
even lower. Some of their victims broke down, but most 
of them, regardless of nationality, had the will to resist 
the degrading treatment to which they were subjected. 
Their example shows that brutahty will not prevail 
against the resolute spirit and brotherly unity. The 
message brought to many people by former political 
prisoners is not one cJf haired, but one of mutual iinder-

commonplace because of the absence of an established church and 
the heed for interring the body as quickly as possible for health 

reasons. 

In additioi!. because of inadequate health care many children 
died. The sorrow can be read in the ground and on the grave 
markers. Mrs. McCrary explains: 

•A wife died. Next to her is an infant who died on the same day 
or a month or two later. 

"You'll know the mother died in childbirth and the baby was too 

weak to live." . ..,. . , . ,^ .u. 

•The site reveals that up to five or six children belonging to tne 

same husband or wife all died in infancy. 

"You can pretty much assume in all probability that the mother 
was RH Negative. A woman with RH blood then could have one 
birth. All the babies after that had to have their blood transfused." 

•One or two children died within one or two weeks of their birth. 
This may indicate, "diptheria or scarlet fever. That's the usual in- 
cubation time for them. ^^ 
/ -Or you might see one man "who had three or four wives. 

Mrs. McCrary said there is a general curiosity in most people to 
know from what genealogical stock they came. This country's cen- 
tennial and bicentennial celebrations had much to do with society's 
increased fascination with its ancestry. This explains why peofrfe 
are searching private graveyards for information. 

"The bicentennial had a lot to do with It," Mrs. McCrary said. 
"Just like the centennial 100 years^go had the same effect. That's

"A lot of people don't have access to documents in this area, 
Mrs. McCrary said, noting that the British back then had a pretty 
good grip on this area and that not many revolutionary participants 
hailed from this area. And prior to that period of time in the 1800's 
and 1900's there were no vffal statistics." Moreover, many records 
kept in the South were destroyed by fire. - 

D.A.R. members usually have ancestors predating the^ 
"Revolutionary War, living before Columbus discovered America;- 
The difficulty in tracing family blood back so far is not so much 
with Europe's record keeping, it's with America's. 

"If you are lucky you can trace them; if you can kind of get them 
across the sea," Mrs. McCrary said, "and gel into the British 
parish records you can go pretty far back. But you haveto get them 

acro'ss the ocean." . ..■•■. . 

Mrs. iMcCfary expects, and hopes for increased public interest 
in genealogy. Lynnhaven D.A.R., with its 50-plus members, needs 
about $800 dollars for the first pressing of the chapter's book. But 
she's optismistic, realizing that society loves challenges. 

"It's a big detective game," she said. "And I think that's what 
fascinates a lot of people with genealogy. It's a puzzle. It sharpens 
your mind."

mation retrieval service offered on a subscription basis 
by Dialog Information Services Inc. of California. 

The Virginia Beach Public Library is providing the 
service in order to expand and improve the quality of its 
information delivery by providing a link between the 
user and resources otherwise cost-prohibitive or 
unavailable in other media formats. 

DIALOG'S approximately 200 bibliographic 
databases contain well bvir 75 miIlidn'rfe'J6rds which 
range from direcforjrMyp* Jis<lng9"'fo-ci(fttleWJ'^#iff^ 
bibliographic information and abstracts. Siibject 
coverage includes chemistry, agriculture, law, medicine, 
energy^ patents, current affairs, education,, foundation 
and grant information, directories, etc. New databases 
are added monthly. 

T his service is not being offered on a demand basis. 
Should you come to the library and ask to have a 
DIALOG search run, you will be asked what kind of in- 
formation you are seeking. The reference librarian, in 
the course of that interview and preliminary work on the 
question, will assess the most efficient and economical 
method to locate the requested information. The 
decision to recommend use of DIALOG is determined 
by an analysis of the nature of the question, the 
thoroughness or detail of the resp6nse needed, the 
response time specified, an estimate of staff time 
required and a knowledge of both the division's collec- 
tions and DIALOG'S capabilities. 

Should the librarian feel that a computer search is ap- 
propriate, an in-depth interview will be scheduled to 
ascertain key words, exact definitions and other infor- 
mation needed to plan the search strategy. When 
possible, the search will be scheduled so that you can be 
present. By doing so, you can help the librarian to ob- 
tain the most relevant material. The end result of a 
computer search is a printout of references to books, 
magazines, reports or government documents, of^en 
with abstracts. 

Prints may be produced- on-line, or, more 
economically, off-line being sent to the library for 
pickup within a few days. If the library does not own 
any information indicated, the Interlibrary Loan Ser- 
vice will try to locate it . 

The procedural details of this service are being 
fmalized. The General Reference Bureau staff will be 
happy to describe this service to you in more detail. The 
Bureau can be reached by calling 464-9485.

lace Edging, Pressing - Always press from the 

material to the lace edging. 

Lace On Dress, Cleaning - In most cases, lace does na 

have to be removed from the dress to be cleaned. 

Lay the lace flat, then rub in powdered starch. After at 

least four hours, brush off the starch. 



Lamp Sliades, Qcaning - After dusting with a soft 

cloth, wipe the shade with another soft cloth that has 

been lightly mcastened with fresh milk. 

If the shade is silk, dust it. then lightly rub ft with a 

piece of cheesecloth sprinkled with any good dry soap 

powder. Then wipe and polish with another soft cloth. 

If the shade is parchment or metallic paper, mix 

together one tablespoon of turpentine with half a cup 

of mineral oil. Apply the mixture lightly with a strfl 

cloth, then gently wipe it off. 

leather, Preventing Qacldng - Oiie of the easiest 

things to apply is white Vaseline! Apply it cveniyi then 

work the Vaseline " into the cracis with the fingertips. 

Rub off any surplus. 

Note: Follow this procedure for seven days and notice 



the difference. 

Leather Furniture, Oeaning - Dust thoroughly, then 
wash with a good saddle soap. When it dries 
completely, polish with a reliable leather cream. 
Ifflther Stains, Removing - The best thing to use is 
the white of an egg. Rub well into the stain, then, if 
possible, put the article out in the sunshine. Leave it 
for fifteen minutes, then rub off. 
Leather Suitcase Or IVnnfc, Cleanihg - Make a mixture 
of equal parts of boiled linseed cnI and white vinegar. 
After dusting, apply the mixture with a piece of 
flannel cm- a soft cloth, then give it a good polish. 
Note: Be sure to shake it well before using; oil and 
vinegar tend to separate. Don't bdl the linseed oil, 
buy it. It's very flammable.

the existence of which was previously unknown. 

The papers were donated to the FoQndation Dy 
Hearn Chishdm of Tishomingo, Okla.. who expressed 
an interest in finding a safe respository for his 
collection of historical newspapers. Although the 
papers are torn and stained from many years of use, 
the information contained in them includes world and 
local news of the period, merchants' and personaj 
advertisements, lottery, land and sales Aotices, and 
the social announcement of the day. It is the largest 
cache of Virginia Gazettes to come to light since the 
early 1950's. The papers wiU be kept in tl»e 
Foundation's research archives. 

After the newspapers are cleaned and undergo other 
conservation treatment, they will be microfilmed for 
preservation and study. UkewUe, the printers and 
binders in Colonial Williamsburg's craft shops de- 
partment will be able to use them for their 
investigations into colonial paper and printing. 

The Virginia Gazette, the second oldest newspaper 
in the South, is one of the most important research 
tools available for the study of Virginia's cadnial 
' per^, not fw its. coverage of hard news stories from 
around the world, but primarUy for what it tells us of 
local people, places and events. Fran its columns, 
f^ndation researchers have learned not only what 
raerthants were selling in 18th-century Williamsburg 
ahrfott^er tbwns in Virginia, but also what their names 
wtit,' where, they lived apd j^id busine^Sj, and how they

Although it is not printed in the newspaper, it appears 
that Carter, an accomplished musician who impcMted 
instruments for himself and his family, may have 
loaned "musical glasses" at a glass harmonica and a 
piano-forte to the American Cwnpany of Actors for a 
concert they performed in Raleigh Tavern in 1771.

Fixed-Rate Loans 
Drop Below 
14 Percent

Hmne loan rates edged 
downward in November 
for the second straight 
raontfiS with fixed-rate 
loans dipping belotv 14 
percent for the first' time 
since summer, the gover- 
nment reports. 

Interest wi new fixed- 
rate mortgages ahd risen 
moderately during the 
summer months after 
dropping gradually from 
over 18 percent in late 



1981 to just under 13 
percent in May and June 
of this year. 

The new report, cOTip- 
iled by the Federal Home 
Loan Bank Board, said 
that rates declined: 

To 13.92 percent for 
fixed-rate loans in early 
November from 14.08 
percent in October and 
14.28 percent in Septem- 
ber. 

To 12.16 percent for 
adjustable-rate mort- 
gages with limits on how 
much the rates can chan- 
ge. Such "ARMS" had 
averaged 12.5 percent in 
October and 12.58 per- 
cent in September. 



To 12.54 percent fw 
unlimited adjustable-rate 
mortgages from 12.67 
percent in October and 
12.73 percent in Septem- 
ber. 

The figures cover loan 
commitments for coa\cn- 
tional mwtgages of 25 
years or more with the 
loans making up at least 
75 percent of the pur- 
chase prices. 

The percentages also 
increased fw adjustable- 
rate loans: To 30.2 per- 
cent fi-om 25.5 percent for 
those with caps and to 55 
percent fr(xn 53 percent 
for those without limits.

Reaches Record

"Time theft" - the del- 
iberate waste, abuse and 
misappropriation of on- 
the-jpb time - will reach 
an all-time record of more 
than $137 billion in 1983, 
according to a nationwide 
study by employment ex- 
pert, Robert Half. 

"Since time is irrep- 
laceable and so valuable, 
time thieves are guilty of 
stealing our most precious 
commodity," Half says. 
He adds that time theft 
costs the nation's econ- 
omy more than regular 
crimes against business, 
such as embezzlement, 
vandalism and kickbacks. 

Half based his com- 



ments dn infwmatiais he 
gathered in a naticmwide 
study of medium and lar- 
ge corporations. More 
than 300 executives part- 
icipated in the study. 

His other findings in- 
clude: 

• TTie average office 
worker steals four hours 
and 21 minutes each we-^ 
ek. The average manu-*^ 
facturing employee wa- 
stes three hours and 43 
minutes each week. 

• Fifty-six percent of 
the survey's participants 
saw a correlation between 
time theft and employees 
ages. Eighty-three per- 
cent of this group felt 

' employees under 30 steal 
the most time; 10 percent 
believe those Over 45 were 



the greatest time thieves. 
Ctaly 7 perant chose the 
30-45 age group as the top 
abusers. 

• Eighty-five percent of 
the executives say perm- 
anent employees are big- 
ger time thieves than 
tempwary persamel. 

• Ninety-four percent 
say more time is stolen on 
Mondays and Fridays 
than other work days. 

• Asked what part of 
the work day the most 
time is stden, 42 percent 
agree on the first hour and 
33 percent, the last hour. 

When Half conducted 
his first study in 1970, 
time theft was estimated 
to be three hours and 30 
minutes each week.

weapons. The right to accomplish the 
goals of even revolutionaries is there 
without the result to weapcms. 

This approach has its best chance of 
success through adoptirai by the 
present free world nations and not 
through the United Nations as we 

know it. ^ 

It shcKild be cratimenced aS an 
established foreign policy of this coun- 
country with (Xher participants m the 
free world urged to join in. It should be 
adhered to at all cost. A document — 
Articles of Freedom — should be 
prepared and discussed openly in this 
country an^ thereafter with other 
members of the free world. The 
discussion will, hopefully, reduce ten- 
sions and focus world attention on a 
way of life that will recognize man's 
intellect and prwidc an wderly means 
of escape fr«n any situation, based on 
majority decision of the people affect- 
ed by the decision. All aid, financial 
and military, should depend on total 
inherence to these Articles of Free- 



dme. Failure to any nation lo adhere to 
these Articles should be established 
befcM-e a body composed of representa- 
tives frwn the principle nations in the 
free wwld, and once that failure is 
established that naticwi should receive 
the sanctions of the free world. 

There appears to be no immediate 
solution to the potential and threaten- 
ed use of nuclear weapons in the 
foreseeable future. I believe the only 
real hc^ lies in the elimination of the 
need to use these weapons. This 
means the establishment of a system 
for resolving fairly the conflicts which 
bring about the self-determined need 
for the use of the weapiMis. 

I want to make it clear that for the 
mcMnent we are on the right track. The 
first respOTsibility of CHir elected 
leaders is to make certain that we 
survive and this means the absolute 
assurance that we have the means to 
protect ourselves. There is no room for 
doubt on this issue. Until evolution 
brings abait a yet undefined intellect 
capable of devising a method f(x 
overc«ning human nature in this area, 
1 believe this is our cmly real hope.

TTie Virginia Beach Pdice Department, along with 
local parents, are continuing efforts to locate and 
identify a passible child molester and/or abductor who 
recently approached fair children on their way htsne 
from Bit^iKbu Elementary School. 

Early' last week, a set of nine-year-old twin sisters 
and their friend had just reached their house <m 
Edinburg Drive nou* the school when a bearded man 
with brown hair and in his 2p's slowed down in his 
silver Ford pickup truck and asked the girts if they 
wanted a ride home. The youngsters fled inside and the 
truck, with a white camper shell and orange windows 
sped away. That was on M(Hiday. 

The next afternoon on his way home from school, a 
six-year-old first grader was >yalking down Catalina 
Drive, within blocks of the school, when he was stopped 
by a man in a truck matching the same description as 
before. He too fled home, only turning back for a 
moment to see the truck wheeling away around the 
corner. 

None of the children were injured or touched. 

The police say the suspect has violated no criminal 
acts and can't be charged or arrested at this time. 
However, pdice say they want to identify the man and 
determine the nature of his business in that area. 

"There has been no criminal violatiwi," said 
Detective I.K. Cashwell, Virginia Beach PoUce Depart- 
ment, Juvenile Bureau. But Cashwell said there would 
continue to be a "loose stakeout," consisting of an 
exclusively stationed marked patrol car located across 
frran the schod in the aftemocms, plus other patrol cars 
pdicing the surrounding area. He also said the 
investigation would continue until "we're able to come 
up with something." 

According to Cashwell, the same man and truck 
"stopped several kids and asked them if they wanted a 
ride. They craitinued on and he left." 

The children, after being interviewed by police, 
offered similar descriptions of the subject leading the 
poli<« to accept their statements, in light of their age. 

"I believe what they're saying," Cashwell said, 
noting that "it's not common" for normal mc^orists to 
solieit children. 

M this juncture in the investigation Cashwell is 
rtain of the subject's motive in stopping the 

or it could be one of those deals where he does have 
something in mind," Cashwell said, suggesting the 
subject may be a child mdester or abductor. 

An officer in the third precinct said that based cm 
field interview cards of past criminals, a person has 
surfaced who matches the subject's descripticm. As of 
late Monday of this week, he had not been located. 

While the investigatioi is continuing, there has been 
an increase in the number of parents picking their 
children up at schod or meeting them to walk them 
home. The increased activity is attributed to letters 
written to parents, advising them what to do if their 
child is approached. The schod also made public 
announcements tjver the schod*s public address 
system.

When suspicious activities starting erupting around 
Malibu Elementary School, grades K-6, the school was 
not tardy in confi-onting the problem and tackling it. 

The first incident during which Malibu students were 
solicited on their way home from school occurred on 
Monday, Jan. 16. The school learned of it the next 
mwning. At the end (rf the schod day principal Jdin 
Prine addressed the students for about two minutes, 
explaining to them to be careftil on the way hcwne fran 
school and not to take rides with strangerif. If 
approached, he tdd them, they should run quickly 
either back to the school or to home, which ever is 

That same Tuesday afternoon, a six-year-dd boy 
was approached by the same man in the same truck. 
Donna^uggs, president of the schod's PTA, secretary 
to Prine and a parent of children in the schod, said the 
boy reported the incident to schod officials the 
following Wednesday morning. That afternoon Prine 
'made a five-minute announcement to the student body, 
stressing again nOL to ride or talk with strangers. 

Last Thursday Prine sent a one-page single-spaced 
letter hone to parents. He sent it after meeting with 
Virginia Beach detectives who explained to him in part 
what the letter should say. The letter contained phone 
numbers of the detectives and specific informatiai 
parents should tell their children.

Because of the suspect events, which have subsided 
as of this writing, Suggs said that the PTA will intensify 
its Block Mother Program, which, along with the help 
of the Virginia Beach Pdice Department's Crime 
Prevention Unit, visibly identifies homes in neighbor- 
hoods where children in distress may find shelter.

Lottery 



Virginia Beach Delegate J. W. 
"Bitly" O'Brien is for the third 
time trying to convince 
legislators a statewide lottery is 
one of the best ways of 
alleviating any of Virginia's 
financial stresses. 

Governor Robb has indicated 
that the state's budget is intact 
and neither a tax increase nor a 
lottery is needed. At least for 
now. Besides, church leaders, 
including Rev. Rodney Bell, 
pastor, Tabernacle Baptist 
Church of Virginia Beach, have 
said they are prepared to fight 
fire and brimstone to keep lot- 
teries, to which they refer as 
gambling, out of the state. With 
gambling, churches say, comes 
organized crime and the Mafia, 

The churches also charge that 
succumbing to a controversial 
lottery reflects society's 
weakness in dealing with its own 
problems on a regular basis. 
Hence, conservative pastors see 
a lottery as a quick-fix solution 
with obvious immoral over- 
topes. Christians never accepted 
gambling in Colonial days nor 
?*^il! they accept it now. 

O'Brien tries to look at the 
matter objectively. 



"Although a controversial 
concept," O'Brien said, "a lot- 
tery would net enough money to 
enable our con^monwealth to aid 
blighted areas as well as to con- 
tinue many programs discon- 
tinued due to federal cutbacks." 

On a political level, most 
politicians don't want to spar 
with the church because it 
represents the will of many 
Virginians. O'Brien could ask, 
"Doesn't helping others in need 
supersede the source of this par- 
ticular income?" To which the 
church would reply, "No^ We 
want none of your dirty 
money."Case closed. Stalemate. 

Although a lottery would 
generate much revenue plus 
make some people rich in the 
process, if you want to i)ppose it 
there are valid reasons: There is 
a correlation between lotteries 
and gambling; and, quick-fix 
solutions, or get-rich-quick 
remedies do, in a philosophical 
sense, reflects Man's and 
Society's shortcomings.

In 1816, Thomas Jefferson wrote, "I 
place economy among the first and 
most important virtues, ahd public 
debt as the greatest danger to be 
feared." 

For some years now, it seems 
Congress has paid little attention to 
that admonition. Spending by our 
federal government has reached ex- 
cessive proportions. One in every four 
dollars generated by the U.S. economy 
goes to finance the national govcrn- 
i meni. The trend of spending has been 
* upward for some decades, but the 
growth rate in the past 20 years has 
been especially rapid. 

F<»-XOfMmany years Congress has 
been denying itself very little. Our 
legislates in Washington, whether for 
genuine but misguided reasons, or for 
political reasons, have virtually In- 
stitutionalized high and potentially 
dan^rous ipending levels. And they 



have grown acciutomed to being able 
to spend without too much protest. 

But, they seem to forget that the 
check to pay for all their spending has 
to be endorsed by the American tax- 
payer. You are footing the bill, and ac- 
cepting the risk, for what has become 
burdensome and dangerous spending 
levels. 

The danger lies in the prospect of 
retarded economic growth for 
generations of Americans - your 
children, your children's children and 
beyond. Instead of an outlook oilling 
for growth and expansion, this country 
could face lessening oppq^^nity and a 
diminishing chanc« for prosperity to 
which every American is entitled. 

This nation was not found«l on a 
principle of large-scale government in- 
volvement in private life. Quite the 
contrary, the 13 original "United 
States" were born amidst an at- 
mosphere of fear that a national 
government would hwjelo© much con- 
trol over states and individuals.

the modern cataloger shudder. And somewhere within 
t^e maze is a hidden room full of books too dangerous 
for anyone to read. The question Brother William is 
trying to answer is what secret hidden in the library has 
caused monk after monk to be grotesquely murdered^ 

A totally different kind of library becomes important 
in "Alas, Babylon," Pat Frank's story of a small 
Florida town trying to survive after a nuclear holocaust. 
Their little public library had never seemed very impor- 
tant until all the Resources of civilization were stripped 
away. After all, it wasn't even air conditioned. But, 
when refrigeration is impossible because there's no elec- 
trical power, the people discover the library has infor- 
mation on how to preserve food. Between their own in- 
ner strength and the information they'd always had but 
never noticed, most of the townsfolk manage to survive. 
Another story of life after the bombs fall brings the 
library image full circle. In "A Canticle for Leibowitz" 
the only social institution to survive the holocaust is the 
Catholic Church. A scientist named Leibowitz organizes 
a monastery to preserve the remaining fragments of 
knowledge from our present era. The monks who search 
for the few remaining books are called "bookleggers" 
and face martyrdom at the hands of hostile and 
ignorant survivors. The Order of the Blessed Leibowitz 
is followed through the years as humanity gropes its way 
back to civilization. This monastery library, unlike the 
one in "The Name of the Rose," is dedicated to 
spreading as well as preserving knowledge. Of course, 
the monks often don't understand the bits of writing 
they've preserved and the occasional grocery list seems 
just as mysterious and important as directions on con- 
structing electrical circuits. 

Other novels of the future have incorporated libraries 
in keeping with advanced technology, places of flashing 
lights and shining chrome. One of the most impressive is 
in the University of Trantor, the center of a galactic em- 
pire in Isaac Asimov's "Foundation" stories. It is there 
that the answer is discovered to a seemingly invincible 

As different as all these pictures of libraries are, they 
have two things in common. The library is seen as a 
place where knowledge is preserved, in spite of every- 
thing, and as a place that can help people survive. 
Living up to that imaite is a real challenge.

This experience is enough to terrify any parent. But it 
was especially frightening to Mrs. Parsons because one 
of her girls has Cerebral Palsey and would not be able 
to flee as easily from danger as would many of the other 
children attending the 500-pupil elementary school. 

Fortunately for the Parsons girls, they were almost 
directly across from their house when the ominous 
truck pulled up. 

"One of the girls came running to me," Mrs. 
Parsons remembers. "'A truck driver asked us if we 
wanted a ride', she said." As mt girl quickly entered 
the house, the pickup rdled away when Mrs. Parsons' 
handicapped daughter was helped inside. 

Now Mrs. ParscMis meets her children everyday at 
khool and says the incident should serve as a reminder 
to parents that children need protection. 

"If he had wanted her he could have had her," Mrs. 
ParsMis said. "It's made me a little more careful." she 
added, "When you're dealing with children, it never 
hurts to remind parents to talk to their children. 

Mrs. Parsons said the children described the subject 
as "very weird," and says her main worry now is that 
the increased attention at Malibu may have driven the 
subject to other nearby areas, such as Thalia and 
King's Grant. .

He said, he, too did not 
want an unstable, lunre- 
liable person around his 
family with a handgun. 
He said there Was no 
diffierence between "us 
and gdfers — just what 
we do fw a hobby." 

The Rev. George Stal- 
lings, who said he was 
spealdng as a private citi- 
zen, said he could not 
imagine that the largest^ 
dty in the state was still 
beating this dead horse. 

He cited the Att(»-ney 
General's ruling and ex- 
pressed doubt that the 
city had authcvity under 
its general welfare clause. 

"The idea of an Ameri- 
can city in your state 
(having a gun ordinance) 
is repugnant to the Sec- 
ond Amendment." He 
said the State of Virginia 
never encroached on the 
citizen's right to bear 
arms. "Can you imagine 
Jeffersoa applying (fw a 
permit) to keep a pistol at 
Monticello?" He asked 
f(v the abdishment of the 
present law and the pas- 



sage on <Mie similar to the 
Federal legislation. 

"Wipe this idiocy from 
the books," he said. He 
said people may say he is 
a gun nut. "I'm not a gun 
nut, but a Constitutiwial 
nut." 

J.R. White Jr. said the 
ordinance shaild be re- 
pealed because the Attor- 
ney General said it was 
not right.

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Wedding Bells Are R inging 

Origins Of Traditions 

Wedding are based on many tradUions„.rmgs, parties and special foods. 
Few. of us are aware of where these traditions and customs started. Here are 
a few for you to ponder. 



• Rings date back to a time when cavemen tied braided 
grass circlets around the bride's wrists and ankles to 
keepbsL spiritiioin-escaping. Later ^dngsJKerejnadeo£ 
leather, carved stone and crude metal. 

• Diamond engagement rings first appeared in medieval 
Italy when precious stones were considered partial 
"payment" for the l>ride and a symbol of the groom's 
good intentions. 

• Engagement rings are worn on the third finger, left 
/tani/ because the ancients believed its vein led directly to 
the heart. 

• The best man and ushers were originally burly friends 
who helped capture the bride-to-be. Suitors often had to 
fend off overprotective brothers or other suitors. It 
made sense to bring along the best men for the job. 

• The maid of honor and bridesmaids protected the 
bride from an overprotective brother because she wan- 
ted to be kidnapped. When the rough practice became 
unfashionable, the pretense continued to add ex- 
citement. Besides, to go willingly was considered un- 
maidenly. 

• Rowdy 14th century wedding guests in France scram- 
bled to remove the bride's garter believing it brought 
them luck. Embarrassed brides began removing it them- 
selves (and later their stockings) to toss to the eager 
crowd. Eventually, this custom evolved into the more 



dignified bridal bouquet toss to foretell who the next 
bride would be. -^ i j 

- • Thf bridal shnw^r originated in H(rfland. The legend 
says a Dutch father opposed his daughter's marriage to 
a poor miller and refused her dowry. Her friends 
"showered" her with gifts to help her set up 
housekeeping. 

• The wedding cake began in ancient Rome. A thin loaf 
of wheat bread was broken over the bride's head to isure 
a life of plenty. The guests eageriy ate the crumbs as 
good luck tokens. By the Middle Ages, English brides 
and groon^s kissed over a mound of small cakes. An en- 
terprising baker put the cakes together, covered them 
with frosting, aitd the modern tiered wedding cake was 
born. 

• Throwing rice started in the Orient as a wis^ for many 
children. 

• The bride was carried across the threshold b^ause she 
was reluctant. At least, in Roman times, she was sup- 
posed to be reluctant. Or, another story says, evil spirits 
haunted the threshold and the bride was carried over it 
to protect her. 

• The honeymoon originated with the ancient Teutons. 
Couples married under a full moon and drank honey 
wine for thirty days.

leather Table Tops, Qeaning - Never xiie wax. First 
wipe the entire area with a soft cloth dampened with 
mineral dl. Keep rubbing until all wax buildup is 
gone. Now, apply lemon oil with a soft cloth. Rub in 
well. Reapply the lemon oil three or four times over 
the next two weeks. 

Lemons - Soak lemons for five to ten minutes in bdled 
water that is still very hot. You'll get twice as much 
juice. 

To keep lem(Mis for a lomg time, rub the skin with 
paraffin and put them in a cobl, dark place. When you 
are ready to use (Mie, soak the lemcm in baling water 
for a few minutes and the paraffin will come off. 
Or completely cover them with cold water and place 
them in a cool, dark place. Change the vwater every 
seven to ten days. They'll keep for months.

Uncn, Storing - If storing white linen, always iron both 

sides, then wrap it in blue tissue paper. 

Note: A good pressing wUl kill any moth eggs and the 

blue tissue paper prevents yellowing. 

Linoleum, Cleaning - If you prefer not to wash it, dust 

it thoroughly, then moisten a soft cloth with paraffin, 

and rub it over the linoleum to clean it like new and 

help preserve it as well. 

An occasional rub with a soft cRj* or piece of flannel 

soaked in dive dl is also good as a preservative fw 

lindeum. 

Any spots that have been dulled ft^an constant use can 

often be restored by a good pdishing with beeswax 

and flaimel. 

Note: Never scrub lindeum; it will scratch easily.

Port Sees Increase 



In General Cargo 



J. Robert Bray, 
Executive Director, 
Virginia Port Authority, 
reported today that Ham- 
pton Roads general cargo 
terminals saw an increase 
of 4.2% in tonnage during 
1983. The, tot a l gen egal 
cargo tonnage moved 
through Hampton Roads 
i^rminals rose from a 1982 
level of 2,564,559 tons to 
2,670,914 tons in 1983. 
Bray said the increase was 
due to the Authority's new 



marketing plan, put into 
full effect during 1983.* 

The increase was due to 
an 8.1*^0 increase in con- 
tainer tonnage. That rose 
from a 1982 total of 
1,726,616 tons ^ to 
l,867,Q19t j>nsinl983^ 



According to Joseph A. 
Dorton, Senior Managing 
Director, Marketing Ser- 
vices, there were two 
major reasons for the 
decline in breakbulk ton- 
nage. Imports of plywood 
from South Korea, 



Breakbulk tonnage suf- 
fered a slight decrease in 
1983, dropping from the 
1982 figure of 837,943 
tons to 803,895 in 1983, a 
loss of 34,048 tons, or a 
drop of 4.1%. 



Taiwan and Indonesia" 
were down sharply from 
1982; and there is an in- 
crease in the amount of 
tonnage which formerly 
moved via breakbulk and 
is now moving in con- 



tainers. In 1982, 67.3% of 
all general cargo moving 
through Hampton Roads 
moved in containers. In 
1983, that percentage had 
risen to 69.9%. 

According to Dorto, 
there were indications 
during the last few months 
of 1983 that international 
trade is beginning to 
recover from the 
economic recession which 
has plagued the industry 
for the past several years.
